Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  Building  Regulations  as  authorized  under  Sections 
2-5  inclusiA'e,  Chapter  156,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
1955 : 

1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  the  administrative 
officers  of  this  ordinance  to  be  known  as  the  Building  Inspect- 
ors and  shall  serve  Avithout  compensation.  They  shall  receive 
applications  for  the  erection  or  substantial  alteration  of  build- 
ings and  electric  wiring  thereof  as  provided  in  this  ordinance, 
shall  keep  complete  records  of  all  applications  and  their  action 
on  the  applications ;  promptly  survey  and  inspect  all  buildings, 
substantial  alterations,  or  uses  proposed  and  may  issue  per- 
mits for  erection  or  substantial  alteration  of  all  buildings  if  in 
their  opinion  the  proposal  complies  with  the  law  of  the  State, 
this  ordinance  and  other  town  ordinances  and  by-laws,  pro- 
vided that  in  any  instance  where  a  license  for  uses  is  required 
their  permit  shall  constitute  only  an  approval  on  which  the 
proper  authorit^^  may  issue  a  license ;  any  other  duties  pre- 
scribed by  laAv ;  shall  act  in  cooperation  with  the  fire  warden 
in  any  matter  in  which  their  duties  as  prescribed  by  law  may 
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coincide  or  conflict ;  and  shall  take  such  action  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance  as  may  be  directed  by  the  offices  of 
Selectmen. 

2.  No  new  building  construction  and  no  major  alterations 
of  existing  buildings  shall  be  started,  and  no  building  shall  be 
put  to  any  different  nse  than  on  the  day  of  enactment  of  this 
ordinance  until  a  permit  thereof  has  been  issued  under  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance.  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  re- 
modeling or  repairing  where  the  total  cost  of  such  work  in- 
cluding materials  will  not  exceed  $1,000.00  and  the  purpose  for 
which  the  building  is  used  is  not  changed.  The  Building  In- 
spectors may  issue  building  permits  for  the  construction  or 
placing  of  small  camps  for  logging,  hunting,  fishing,  berrying 
and  the  like  purposes  which  may  not,  by  their  nature  and  use, 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

3.  No  application  for  a  permit  required  by  this  ordinance 
shall  receive  action  b}^  the  Building  Inspectors  unless  made  in 
writing.  All  applications  for  a  permit  to  build  or  substantially 
alter  any  building  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  or  plan 
of  the  proposed  building  and  a  statement  of  its  intended  nse 
Avhen  built,  constructed,  or  substantially^  altered.  A  building- 
permit  shall  become  void  nnless  operations  are  commenced 
within  six  months  from  date  of  approval,  nnless  snch  time  is 
extended  by  the  building  officials.  No  fee  shall  be  imposed  for 
any  permit  required  under  this  ordinance. 

4.  Upon  receiving  such  application  the  Building  Inspect- 
ors shall  promptly  take  such  action  as  may  be  indicated  in  the 
way  of  investigation  or  public  hearings  to  acquaint  themselves 
with  the  merits  of  the  application.  The  Building  Inspectors 
may,  if  they  find  the  proposal  in  any  conflict  with  the  law  or 
this  ordinance,  fix  whatever  restrictions  or  conditions  on  the 
proposed  construction  or  use  as  may  be  in  their  best  judgment, 
right  and  proper,  or  for  reasonable  cause  refuse  the  permit. 

5.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected  or  substan- 
tially altered  unless  in  compliance  with  the  following : 

a.  Commercial  Building.  No  building  intended  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  for  industrial,  commercial,  or  other  public 
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use  shall  be  erected,  substantiallj^  altered,  or  used  for  any 
purpose  which  does  not  provide  non-combustible  walls  and 
partitions  between  its  component  parts. 

b.  Exits.  No  building  intended  or  designated  for  any 
public  use  or  congregation  of  people  shall  be  erected,  substan- 
tially altered,  or  used  for  any  purpose  which  does  not  provide 
adequate  exits,  as  described  in  Chapter  176,  Revised  Laws  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Chapter  153,  Laws  of  1943,  and  in  the 
regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Control. 

c.  Garages.  No  public  garage  for  the  storage  of  five  or 
more  automobiles,  or  having  any  service  of  repair  enterprises 
connected  therewith  shall  be  erected,  substantially  altered,  or 
enlarged  unless  the  building  is  so  constructed,  or  the  proposed 
alterations,  enlargements  or  extensions  shall  be  of  slow-burn- 
ing or  non-combustible  material,  except  that  use  of  automatic 
sprinklers  may  obviate  the  use  of  such  slow-burning  or  non- 
combustible  material. 

d.  Roofs.  No  roof  of  any  building  shall  be  covered  or 
recovered  in  whole  or  in  part  save  with  non-combustible  or 
fire  resisting  roofing  materials. 

e.  Fire-stops.  No  building  of  wood  or  other  combustible 
material  shall  be  erected,  substantially  altered  or  enlarged, 
without  providing  fire-stops  in  every  combustible  wall  or  par- 
tition, at  every  floor  and  between  floor  joints  at  every  parti- 
tion. 

f .  Chimney  construction.  No  chimney  shall  be  built,  erect- 
ed, or  altered  below  the  roof  unless  containing  a  tile  or  brick 
lining  and  with  an  iron  clean-out  door  at  or  near  its  base,  and 
shall  extend  at  least  three  feet  above  the  roof.  No  chimney 
shall  be  built,  erected  or  altered  below  the  roof  having  wood  or 
other  combustible  materials  within  one  inch  of  the  chimney  and 
no  chimney  shall  have  its  base  resting  upon  any  floor  or  beam 
of  combustible  material. 

g.  Thimbles.  No  wall  paper  or  other  combustible  mate- 
rial shall  be  laid  over  any  thimble  or  thimble  hole  in  any  chim- 
ney. 

h.     Smoke  pipes.     No  smoke  pipes  shall  be  installed  or 
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erected  so  as  to  be  within  twelve  inches  of  any  combustible 
floor  or  ceiling,  unless  amply  protected  with  non-combustible 
material.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or  erected  which 
passes  into  or  through  partitions  or  walls  of  combustible  mate- 
rial, except  when  guarded  by  a  double  collar  of  metal  with  air 
space  of  at  least  five  inches,  or  bj^  at  least  five  inches  of  brick 
or  other  non-combustible  material  between  the  pipes  and  the 
combustible  material. 

i.  Electric  wiring.  All  electrical  wiring  shall  confirm 
with  approved  methods  and  practices  for  safety  to  life  and 
property.  Compliance  with  the  National  Electrical  Code,  as 
published  by  the  National  Board  of  Underwriters,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  such  approved  methods  and  practices. 

j.  Foundations.  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid  foun- 
dation of  cement,  brick,  stone  or  other  acceptable  masonry 
except  that  in  special  cases  where  buildings  are  to  be  used  for 
accessory  use  the  Building  Inspectors  may  waive  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  and  permit  the  use  of  wood,  metal  or 
masonry  piers. 

k.  Outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  materials  com- 
monly used  for  outside  construction  and  materials  customarily 
painted  shall  be  painted. 

1.  Sewerage.  All  dwellings  and  all  commercial,  public,  or 
industrial  buildings  shall  be  connected  to  the  public  sewer  sys- 
tem when  available.  When  a  public  system  is  not  available  a 
private  sewerage  disposal  system  is  required.  The  type,  size 
and  construction  of  all  septic  tanks  and  drainage  fields  shall  be 
approved  by  the  town  health  officer. 

m.  Exceptions.  The  construction  of  small  accessory  build- 
ings not  used  for  living  purposes,  together  with  minor  altera- 
tions, repairs  and  general  upkeep  of  existing  buildings  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  Amendment.  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a 
majority  vote  of  any  legal  town  meeting  when  such  amendment 
is  published  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting. 

7.  Enforcement.  Upon  any  Avell-founded  information  that 
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this  Ordinance  is  being  violated  the  Selectmen  shall  take  imme- 
diate steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  by  seek- 
ing- an  injnnction  in  the  Snperior  Court  or  by  any  other  appro- 
priate legal  action.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  above  regulations  shall  be  punished  upon  conviction  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  day  of  violation. 

8.  Takes  effect.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

9.  Conflicting  provisions.  Whenever  the  regulations 
made  under  the  authority  hereof  differ  from  those  described 
by  any  statute,  ordinance,  or  other  regulations,  that  provision 
which  imposes  the  greater  restriction  or  the  higher  standard 
shall  govern. 

10.  Validity.  If  any  section,  clause,  provision,  portion, 
or  phrase  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  uncon- 
stitutional by  any  court  of  competent  authority  such  holding 
shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  any  other  section,  clause, 
provision,  portion,  or  phrase  of  this  Ordinance. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  accept  and 
adopt  the  Building  Regulations  as  set  forth  in  this  article. 
Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  act  as  Building  Inspectors  who  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  their  office  as  Selectmen,  and  by  vote  fix 
and  regulate  their  compensation  as  authorized  by  Section  1, 
Chapter  156,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  accept  Article 
XVI,  with  the  provisions  that  the  Selectmen  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  duties  performed  as  Building  Inspectors  as  stated 
in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  Building  Ordinance  in  Article  XV. 
Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borroAv  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Vote  in 
affirmative. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  USE  OF 
AND  CONTROL  OF  LAND  FOR  MOBILE  HOMES, 
TRAILERS,  MOBILE  HOME  PARKS,  TRAILER 
PARKS  AND  SIMILAR  MOBILE  HOME  RESI- 
DENCES OR  ABODES  OF  SHELTER  IN  SAID 
TOWN. 

Section  1.  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordin- 
ance and  whenever  used  herein,  unless  a  different  meaning 
appears  from  the  context,  the  following  words  and  phrases 
shall  have  the  meaning  ascribed  to  them  in  this  section. 

a.  Mobile  Home  shall  mean  any  vehicle  used,  or  so  orig- 
inally constructed,  as  to  permit  its  being  used,  as  a  conveyance 
upon  the  public  Highways  and  duly  licensable  as  such,  and 
constructed  in  such  a  manner  as  will  permit  occupancy  thereof 
as  a  dwelling  or  sleeping  place  for  one  or  more  persons,  and 
provided  with  a  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or  shower. 

b.  Mobile  Home  Park  or  Park  shall  mean  any  park,  trail- 
er park,  trailer  court,  court,  camp,  site,  lot,  parcel,  or  tract  of 
land  designed,  maintained  or  intended  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying a  location  or  accommodations  for  any  mobile  home  or 
mobile  homes  and  upon  which  any  mobile  home  or  mobile 
homes  are  parked  and  shall  include  all  buildings  used  or  in-

tended  for  use  as  part  of  the  equipment  thereof  whether  a 
charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  mobile  home  park  and  its 
facilities  or  not.  Mobile  Home  Park  or  Park  shall  not  include 
automobile  or  mobile  home  sales  lots  on  which  unoccupied 
mobile  homse  are  parked  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  sale. 

c.  Mobile  Home  Development  or  Development  shall  mean 
any  site,  lot,  parcel  or  tract  of  land  designed,  maintained  or 
intended  for  the  ]iurpose  of  supplying  a  permanent  location  for 
mobile  homes  with  the  title  in  fee  to  any  area  on  which  an 
individual  mobile  home  is  located  in  the  owner  of  the  mobile 
home. 

d.  Trailer  shall  mean  a  mobile  home  which  does  not  have 
a  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or  shower. 

Section  2.      Mobile  Homes  and  Trailers 

a.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of 
Roxbury,  for  any  person  to  park  any  mobile  home  or  trailer  on 
any  street,  or  highway,  or  other  public  place,  or  on  any  tract 
of  land  OAvned  by  any  person,  occupied  or  unoccupied  within 
the  Town  of  Roxbury,  except  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

b.  Emergency  or  temporary  stopping  or  parking  of  any 
mobile  home  or  trailer  is  permitted  on  any  street  or  highway 
for  a  reasonable  time  subject  to  any  other  further  prohibitions, 
regulations  or  limitations  imposed  by  the  traffic  and  parking 
regulations  or  ordinances  for  the  street  or  highway. 

c.  No  person  shall  park  or  occupy  any  mobile  home  or 
trailer  on  the  premises  of  am^  occupied  dwelling  or  on  any  lot 
which  is  not  a  part  of  the  premises  of  any  occupied  dwelling ; 
except,  the  parking  of  only  one  unoccupied  mobile  home  or 
trailer  in  an  accessory  private  garage  building  or  in  the  rear 
yard  of  any  private  dwelling,  is  permitted  provided  no  living 
quarters  shall  be  maintained  or  any  business  practiced  in  said 
trailer  while  such  trailer  is  so  parked  or  stored. 

Section  3.     Mobile  Home  Park  or  Trailer  Park 

a.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  establish,  main- 
tain, operate  or  have  charge  of  within  the  limits  of  the  Town 
of  Roxbury  any  mobile  home  park  or  trailer  park,  whether 
charge  is  or  is  not  made. 
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Section  4.    Mobile  Home  Developments 

a.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  establish,  main- 
tain, operate  or  have  charge  of  within  the  limits  of  the  Town 
of  Roxburj^  any  mobile  home  development,  whether  charge  is 
or  is  not  made. 

Section  5.     Effective  date 

a.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
its  date  of  adoption. 

Section  6.     Saving  Clause 

a.  If  any  section,  subsection,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause, 
phrase,  or  part  of  this  Ordinance  should  be  declared  invalid  for 
any  reason  whatsoever,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  re- 
maining portions  of  this  Ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect;  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  Ordin- 
ance are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Ordinance  be  accepted 
as  read.  Vote  taken  and  declared  Affirmative.  (22  votes  cast — 
21  affirmative,  1  negative). 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  meeting  be  adjourned. 
Vote  in  affirmative.   Meeting  adjourned  at  8 :45  P.  M.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 


The  Roxbiiry  .school  situation  seems  to  be  well  stabilized 
with  the  elementary  pnpils  making  good  progress  in  Marl- 
boro and  the  upper  grades  pupils  attending  at  Keene  Junior 
and  senior  high  schools. 

The  Marlboro  District  has  voted  to  build  a  new  junior- 
senior  high  school  Avith  expanded  facilities  in  shop,  home  eco- 
nomics, physical  education  etc.,  and  it  is  possible  that  many 
Roxbury  pupils  may  Avish  to  continue  at  Marlboro  Avhere  their 
opportunity  to  participate  in  sports  and  other  extra-curricular 
activities  is  greater  than  at  Keene.  The  Marlboro  high  school 
tuition  runs  about  one  hundred  dollars  per  pupil  less  than 
Keene's  tuition  and  this  suggests  a  substantial  savings  to  Rox- 
bury 

-  Transportation  continues  to  be  good,  though  the  dam 
construction  has  presented  some  difficulties.  However,  The 
Perrini  Company  very  willingly  agreed  to  transport  our  pupils 
to  the  school  bus  while  the  roads  Avere  dangerous. 

With  the  cooperation  of  all  concerned,  there  is  no  reason 
to  A'ieAv  the  Roxbury  school  situation  with  anything  but  opti- 
mism.

ARTICLE  II.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year.  6 
votes  cast.  Of  these  Laura  Menter  had  6,  was  declared  elected 
and  took  oath  of  office. 

ARTICLE  III.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years.  9  votes  cast.  Of  these  Arnold 
Bailey  had  9,  was  declared  elected  and  took  oath  of  office. 

ARTICLE  IV.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year.  6  votes  cast.  Of  these  Laura  Menter  had  6,  was  declared 
elected  and  took  oath  of  office. 

ARTICLE  V.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  to  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district.  Motion  made 
and  seconded  that  salaries  as  requested  be  accepted.  Vote  in 
aft'irmative. 

ARTICLE  VI.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  com- 
mittees or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  that  Article  VI  be  passed  over. 
Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  com- 
mittees in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 
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Motion  made  and  seconded  that  Mr.  James  Miskelly  act  as 
Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year.    Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  Foundation  Aid  Fund 
together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  school  district  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,459.00  and  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  school  board  to  apply  against  said  appropriation 
such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the  school  board  exclusive  of 
State  Aid  to  be  received  by  the  school  district  during  the  next 
fiscal  year,  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  apply  against  such 
appropriation  the  sum  to  be  received  from  State  Aid  and  with 
the  school  district  clerk  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
as  an  assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes. 

ARTICLE  XI.  To  see  what  other  business  that  may  leg- 
ally come  before  this  meeting.  Motion  made  and  seconded 
that  the  School  Board  obtain  vandalism  coverage  for  the 
school  building  in  Roxbury.    Vote  in  affirmative. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  meeting  be  adjourned. 
Vote  in  affirmative.    Meeting  adjourned  at  9  :45  P.  M.
